An attempt to deprive them of a Pa- 
cific coast outlet would simply result in the 
construction of another 2 line west 
from Denver or some other Colorado point, 
and the owners of the Santa F are as anxious 
as anybody to prevent the construction of ad- 
ditional roads to the Pacific coast, there being 
more lines in operation now than are neces- 
— for the haulingof the Pacific coast traffic, 

the local traffic between Denver and Salt 
Lake City amounts to little. 

Different Objects in View. 

The new move made by the Santa Fé 
must therefore have entirely different objects 
in view than those heretofore advanced.

In the face of 
such a sweet-scented record as this it requires 
colossal impudence to talk of Democratic pro- 
tection of the free school-house. Mills and his 
associates hate it because it breeds Republican 
voters and spreads Republican sentiments.

THE NEW TARIFF BILL AND CANADA. 
The tariff legislation which has just been 
agreed on by Congress bears heavily on many 
Canadian interests, chiefly agricultural, and 
will teach the producers of the Dominion what 
high duties mean, for since 1866 those im- 
posed on the articles they have sent to the 
United States have been very light—nothing 
to compare with what goods from other coun- 
tries have had to pay. And while duties have 
been increased on Canadian products—though 
they average still less than those the rest of 
the world pays—the recipfocity proffered to 
Latin-America has not been tenderea to the 
Dominion. So the Canucks are feeling a 
little blue.

It is possible that some time in the future 
Canada might be won by fair and honorable treat- 


ment into a political union with the American 
Republic, but let it be understood once for all

mate for the building was about $1,300,000, 
appropriations for $1,500,000 already have 
been made and another $1,000,000 has been 
asked for. Such is Dr. Poole’s indictment. 
As to the propriety of making the indictment 
upon the occasion referred to the doctor says: 

If Mr. Abbott had made himself more familiar 
with the methods and work of the American 
Library Association—and this the trustees of the 
leading libraries of the country have done—he 
would not have asked my motive in the remarks | 
made at the banquet. The members of the asso- 
ciation understood it. I introduced my criti- 
cisms by saying, in substance: “If any- 
body supposes the American Library As 
sociation to be a junketing institution he 
is mistaken. We assemble for work, 
for improvement, and for investigation and criti- 
cism in all the departments of library adminie- 
tration. Wherever we meet we look over the 
institutions we find there, compare views, com- 
mend what we find which is new and commend- 
able, and criticise what we find is otherwise; 
and thus the librarians have arrived at some 
ee a ng a in library construction and ad- 


ation. 

In conformity with this custom I made at the 
banquet some remarks on certain features in the 
plans of the new building of the Boston Public 
Library, and Judge Chamberlain, Mr. Whitney, 
or any. of the hundred other librarians and 
trustees present might have replied to my state 
ments, but they did not. As I looked over the 
company while I was speaking it seemed to me 
that 1 had their sympathy and approval.

ABOUT EUROPEAN RETALIATION, 

A cable dispatch printed in yesterday’s pa- 
per indicates that the leading European Powers 
have seen that they were mistaken in their idea 
that the policy of he United States could be 
affected by vague threats of “retaliation,” 
and that they are beginning now to talk reci- 
procity instead. It is stated that the project 
of the Prime Minister of Austria-Hungary for 
combined reprisals has fallen through because 
of the disinclination of the Emperor of Ger- 
many and also because of ‘some arrangement 
rumored to have been entered into between 
the French Minister of Foreign Affairs and 
Minister Read. That Germany will be a 
party to no retaliation nonsense appears to 
be proven by the fact that the project 
of the Minister of Finance has been 
adopted, His plan is not merely to 
raise more nioney from customs. duties but 
also to lessen the cost of living to the poor. 
To accomplish these two objects he proposes 
to raise the duties on luxuries and to do away 
with the prohibitory orders which keep out 
American pork. Those orders have been re- 
pealed as to Denmark and some other coun- 
tries against which they were once enforced, 
and the United States meat inspection law will 
be a good excuse for doing away with them m 
the case of this country. 

It isistated also that Austria is talking rec- 
iprocity. The United States takes from that

should lose so good a customer and professes 
. readiness to negotiate a commercial treaty.

What the result is has been 
detected by the doctor’s quick and observant 
eye. It is safe to say no such mistakes will be 
made in the permanent building for the New- 
berry Library, the plans for which have been 
made by librarian, architects, and trustees in 
coéperation. It will be an ornament to the 
city from an architectural point of view, but at 
the dame time its construction upon the cellu- 
lar plan, each section ofthe building being 
distinct from the others and separated by fire- 
proof walls, and each room being devoted 
to a special department and accessible 
only from a general curridor, the whole 
amply supplied with natural light, will give to 
the student and reader one of the most per- 
fectly arranged and convenient libraries, or 
collection of libraries, under a single roof in 
the country. It is a pity that the principle 
which is to be embodied in the Newberry Li- 
brary, so far as light, comfort, and ventilation 
are concerned, could not be embodied also in 
other public buildings. In a commercial 
structure this is done. As much of the exterior 
surface is devoted to window space as can be 
compatible with the safety of the walls. In 
public buildings like the City-Hali, Post-Office 
Building, and others, with walls as thick as 
stone forts, as little space as possible is given 
to windows, and great overhanging eaves and 
cornices, ledges, columns. and huge projec- 
tions seem to be constructed for the express 
purpose of shutting out light and air. The re- 
sultants of darkness, discomfort, and un- 
healthiness are sufficiently apparent to every 
one who visits these caves. of gloom. Mean- 
while, in the matter of library construction, 
Dr. Poole has given the Athenians something 
to think about.

ATHEISTICAL ANARCHISTS THROTTLED. 

It is possible that Mayor Chapin of Brook- 
lyn may have got himself inté a legal complica- 
tion by refusing to allow a mob of Anarchists 
to meet the evening of the 23d inst., the Jew- 
ish festival of Yom Kippur, the Day of Atone- 
ment. Anarchist. meetings frequently have 
been broken up by the authorities, but in 
Brooklyn at least no meeting once announced 
had been prevented before. When the circum- 
stances of this taeeting, however, are consid- 
ered the Mayor of Brooklyn will be congratu- 
lated for his prompt and resolute action by 
every patriotic American citizen. 

The invitation to this meeting was addressed 
to the slums of Brooklyn and New York, and 
Johann Most was to have been the hero of the 
occasion, It was couched in terms of delib- 
erate and premeditated insult to the Jewish 
religion as well as to all other religions, and 
ef insolent defiance to law and order and 
American institutions. The call as printed in 
the Pioneer of Freedom, a Jewish anarchistic 
paper, reads as follows: ' 

This company feel it their duty to celebrate the 
coming Atonement evening and day—namely: 
the eve of the 23d and th day of this month—in 
Labor Lyceum (a hall at No. 61 Myrtle street, 
Brooklyn) by eating, drinking, dancing, prome- 
nading, and speeches relating to anarchism and the 
use of dynamite and poWder There is no God, 
and God will never be.

that adjournment was twenty-four hours 
further off than it had been.

The 
Republican Senators were, however, good 
natured, and Sherman and Paddock filled in 
most of the time which the Democrats weren't 
ready to use. Paddock’s speech was an in- 
genious one, following the Hancock notion 
that the tariff isa local and not a political 
issue, Taking this view, it wasn’t hard for 
him to show that he had grounds as a Senator 
from Nebraska for not supporting the con- 
ference report. 3 

While no agreement was reached regarding 
a vote, it isn’t likely that any of the Demo- 
cratic Senators will care to follow Carlisle 
tomorrow, and as Aldrich won't use much 
time in summmg up the Republican side of 
the case, the adoption of the conference re- 
port may be counted on before the day’s ses- 
sion ends. Then the House adjournment res- 
olution can be taken up and amended so that 
the day will be Wednesday or Thursday, and 
passed, 


SCOPE OF THE ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 


Some Interesting Questions Under Consid- 
eration by the Post-Office Department. 
Wasmmoron, D. C., Sept. 29.—[Special. ]— 

The exact construction to be put upon the 

Anti-Lottery law in all the questions that may 

arise under id is a matter now occupying the 

entire attention of Judge James M. Tyner, 
the Assistant Attorney-General for the Post- 


Office Department, and he expects in a |. 
circular 


few days to prepare a general 
for the guidance of postal officials. 
When asked whether the law would prevent 
the mailing of newspapers containing adver- 
tisements of raffles at church fairs or charita- 
ble institutions or announcing the results of 
such raffles Judge Tyner said he would not 
like to answer that question without due con- 
sideration. He wants to proceed carefully un- 
der the new law and make no rulings without 
considering them in all their bearings. 

Another question which he has under con- 
sideration is whether papers offering prizes to 
persons guessing nearest to the population of 
the United States, or similar schemes, are 
mailable under the law. These points 
and others will be decided in the circular. The 
only points on which Judge Tyner has not ex- 
pressed an opinion are as to whether 
back numbers of papers containing 
lottery advertisements or foreign papers con- 
taining such advertisements can be mailed. 
He has decided both these points in the neg 
ative, though it is probable the law will be 
enforced with considerable discretion with 
regard to foreign papers. It was the 
avowed intention of Congress to pro- 
hibit the use of the mails to lottery com- 
panies in the United States or in foreign 
countries when such companies drew custom 
from the United States, and thus a Mexican 
or Canadian paper advertising a lottery in 
Mexico or Canada would be excluded, but it 
is not likely that papers published in France 
or Italy and advertising lotteries in those 
countries will be excluded, though under a 
strict construction of the law they undoubted- 
ly would come within its prohibitory provis- 
ions.

HUREYING THE TOBACCO IMPORTS. 


Immense Quantities Being Shipped Into 
the Country from Cuba. 

Kur West, Fla., Sept. 29.—Cuban tobacco 
is being rushed into the United States through 
this port in large quantities and there has 
been unusual activity in imports during the 
last few days. The Government storage ca- 
pacity of the bonded warehouse will scarce- 
ly be capable of holding the large 
quantity that is expected to arrive here 
before the new Tariff bill goes into effect. 
This imported stock being this year’s crop is 
all more or less green, hence a part of the 
large warehouse has been partitioned off 
and set apart for ite storage. The object 
is to cure the tobacco here instead of 
in the Havana warehouses, where it has here- 
tofore been cured and stored after purchase 
and imported as occasion demanded. Nearly 
all the manufacturers have been to Havana 
and returned after making purchases. There 
is now in the bonded warehouse the largest 
quantity of tobacco ever stored bere at any 
one tine.

AFTER MONEY LEFT BY BEN FRANELIN. 


A Peculiar Suit Involving $100,000 Com- 
menced in Philadelphia. 

Pariapetraia, Pa., Sept. 29.—In the Or- 
phans’ Court today a petition was filed by the 
heirs of Benjamin Franklin praying that the 
sum of $100,000 now held’ by the Board of 
City Trusts, and known as the Frank- 
lin Fund,” be turned over to them, 
the ground for the claim being that the pro- 
visions of Franklin’s will are in violation 
of the law, and therefore void. Under his 
will, probated in 1790, Benjamin bequeathed in 
trust to the Cities of Philadelphia and Boston 
each the sum of £1,000sterling, to be invested 
in the form of loans at 5 per vent to mar- 
ried young artiflcers not over the age of 25, 
to assist them in establishing themselves 
in business. Franklin had in view the 
accumulation of a large fund for the purposes 
specified in his will at the expiration of the 
period of 100 years, the remainder to be rein- 
vested for 100 years, the same provisions ap- 
plying to Boston and Philadelphia. The first 
period of 100 years having elapsed the City of 
Boston has swollen the nucleus of the 
bequest to about $400,000, but the Philadel- 
phia fund only reached about $100,000. The 
object of the suit is to compel the distribu- 
tion of this fund to the heirs of Franklin 
descended through the only daughter, Sarah 
Franklin Bache.

WATTERSON MISUNDERSTANDS BLAINE. 
Mr. Watterson delivered an address at Bos- 
ton Friday which was devoted chiefly toa 
defense of the cotton State policy of suppress- 
ing the colored Republican vote by methods 
which are not in accordance with the teachings 
of modern civilization, but which had also 
some references to the tariff and Mr. Blaine’s 
reciprocity plan. How little he understands 
the latter, or, understanding it, how greatly he 
purposely misrepresents it, is shown by the 
following passage from his remarks: 

Lam by no means so advanced a free-trader as 
Mr, Blaine, whose scheme of reciprocity, carried 
to its logical conclusions, would ultimately dis- 
pense with import duties altogether and bring 
us face to face with direct taxation. 


Mr. Blaine’s scheme, carried to ite logical 
conclusion, would do nothing of the kind. His 
scheme contemplates the purchase with our 
surpluses. of articles which cannot be grown 
or made in this country but which the country 
to which they are sent does produce. As be- 
tween Brazil and the United States, for in- 
stance, there would be an exchange of coffee, 
sugar, and rubber for flour, pork, butter and 
cheese, and various manufactures. As be- 
tween China and éhe United States there would 
be an exchange of tea for flour and pork. 
Mr. Blaine’s plan stops with exchang- 
ing surpluses which do not compete with each 
other. If the blue grass lands of Kentucky 
would grow all the sugar and coffee this coun- 
try needed Mr. Blaine would not be for reci- 
procity in those articles with Cuba and Brazil. 

Asthis country can make and ought to 
make all the cotton and woolen goods and 
hardware it needs Mr. Blaine is not 
in favor of letting in free Manchester 
prints or Leeds woolens or Birmingham 
hardware to the detriment of the American 
cotton spinner, woolen mills, ad hardware 
factories. Mr. Watterson is, and it is just 
there that his so-called reciprocity parts com- 
pany with that of Mr. Blaine. Mr. Watterson 
wants to reciprocate with all the world and 
the rest of mankind,” regardless of conse- 
quences. Mr. Blaine has no reciprocity to 
give when that which the other fellow offers is 
something which is being produced in this 
country and whose production would be 
broken up by the free admission of the for- 
eign article. So Mr. Blaine’s scheme will by 
no means dispense withimpo:t duties and lead 
to direct taxation. Mr. Watterson may yearn 
for something of the kind, but Mr. Blaine will 
not oblige him. 


THE WARSHIP PLATE-ARMOR TESTS. 
The results of the recent warship plate 


armor tests at the Annapolis proving grounds 
may well be called “startling” by Mr. 
Boutelle, Chairman of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs. They will be as startling 
to Great Britain in demonstrating the in- 
feriority of the armor with which its vessels 
are plated as they will be surprising to Amer- 
icans in demonstrating the destructive power 
of our high-proof rifle guns, even of the small- 
er calibers. So startling was the test that 
Congress has appropriated $1,000,000 just be- 
fore adjournment for nickel with which to al- 
loy steel to get a plate that would stand the 
blows, The first test was made last week, the 
competition being between French and En- 
glish plates. There were two French plates 
manufactured by Schneider & Co. at Le 
Creuzot, one of them steel throughout, the 
other steel with nickel alloy. The English 
was a compound plate, manufactured by Cam- 
mell & Co. of Sheffield, one-third steel 
and two-thirds iron. All the plates were 
eight feet high, six feet wide, and ten and one- 
half inches thick, backed with three feet of 
solid nak timber and were placed within 30 
feet of the muzzle of a 6-inch gun throwing a 
100-pound forged steel armor piercing projec- 
tile with a charge of 4444 pounds of powder. 
Four shota were fired at each plate.. The first 
shot proved the inferiority of the English 
plate. The projectile pierced through it and 
through 20 inches of the oak backing and 
the whole surface of the piate was cracked 
and scaled. The French nickel armor 
platé stood the test successfully. The pro- 
jectiles either rebounded from it or broke, 
leaving the points sticking in the plate, and, 
as one officer said, making it stronger than it 
was before. The 22d inst. a second and 
similar test was made with the same result, an 
eight-inch gun being used. The nickel plate 
stood the test, while the English steel-iron 
plate was shattered to pieces. 

The tests have demonstrated clearly that the 
plates of steel alloyed with a smal] percentage 
vf nickel, made by the French are far 
superior to the compound steel and iron 
plates made by the English, and that the 
former can hold their own against both six 
and éight inch guns. They have demonstrat- 


ed further that all the important battle-ships 


of the English navy are lined with compara- 


tavely worthless armor, as the Cammal oom. | 


public test. The result is simply 
broke three of the four projectiles and was un- 
cracked. It seemed to develop an extraordinary 
tenacity, and yet there was only 3% per cent of 
nickel in this plate. 

While th 


plates were much superior to the 

pound plates, it would appear that the French 
nickel we A. is even superior to the all steel 
resistance to projectiles we ought to adopt it as 
the proper armor for our new battle-ships. 
course, it has yet tostand the test of the eight- 
inch gun, but the results so far are excellent. If 
the first effort in nickel steel plate yields such 
successful results the future is hopeful. It will 
work a revolution in the method of protecting 
ships with armor. 

Since the Secretary of the Navy thus forci- 
bly expressed his opinion the test with the 
eight-inch gun has been made, and the nickel 
steel alloy has again demonstrated its wonder- 


ful powers of resistance. It is matter for con- 


| 


gratulation therefore that our new fighting 


ships will be clad with invulnerable armor, 
and that they will be superior to the English 
in their capacity to resist an enemy’s pro- 
jectiles. The importance of this hardly can 
be overstated. It will be appreciated in En- 
glish naval circles with a feeling akin to con- 
sternation.

Tus address by Dr. Koch at the tenth In- 
ternational Medical Congress presented a 
summary of the progress achieved in the 
atudy of bacteria. It is barely fifteen years 
since these objects were regarded as mere 
curiosities, and many investigators then 
thought them to be crystalloid bodies, not 
living organisms. Their connection with dis- 
ease, as active causes of it, is now well estab- 
lished, but it is now. believed probable that 
some diseases are produced by organic para- 
sites belonging to quite another group of ani- 
mated beings. He also said the opinion that 
the white blood corpuscles resist the bacteria 
is losing und. The investigation has 
already bee productive of valuable 
practical results. It has led to ef- 
fective means of disinfection, shown the 
value of water filtration, and of the 
sterilization of milk for infants, and stimu- 
lated the investigation of air in school-rooms 
and sewers, while Pasteur’s inoculations for 
hydrophobia have grown on the soil of bacte- 
riology though they do not properly belong to 
it. Thespeaker has found a number of sub- 
stances—ethereal oils, tar pigments, mercurial 
vapor, and the salts of silver and gold, es- 
pecially the cyanide of the latter—which pre- 
vent the growth of the bacillus (consump. 
tion), but for a long time they proved in effect- 
ugl when used in the bodies of animals, Sub- 
sequently, however, he found that the guinea- 
pig can be rendered non-inoculable by treat- 
ment with the substances in question, and that 
even when the disease was far advanced it 
could be brought to a stand-still by this 
means. If all this be true humanity is on the 
verge of an important reform in the methods 
of medical treatment, and, strangely enough, it 
promises to be in the direction of using specific 
remedies just about the time that the schools 
have learned to look upon them with pro- 
nounced disfavor. The world may yet witness 
a general adoption of the practice of drug 
provings, which has hitherto been about con- 
fined to the Hahnemannic profession.

The Turks are expecting an attack 
and are rapidly supplying the Kurds with 
arms and ainmunition and making other prep- 
arations to resist Russian forces.

ABOUT CYCLONES AND TORNADOES, 


of the United States Signal Service has writ- 
ten a very interesting article on the origin 
and development of cyclones and tornadoes— 
the former being the typical general storm, 
and the latter the tpyical local storm. He 
shows that while cyclones may develop within 
the United States, they usually enter this coun- 
try from adjacent us. places of 
entry are the North Pacifie coast (Oregon 
and Washi n), North Dakota, and the 
Gulf coast. From each of those quarters the 
cyclones approach with peculiar character. 
istics. Those entering the countryover North 
Dakota are most frequently accompanied by 
tornadoes. 

To understand the relation of the tornado 
to the vyclone we must consider the cyclonic 
disturbances as divided into quadrants 
two lines at right les, One running matty « 
and south and.the other east and west. The 
northeast quadrant is distinguished by 
great humidity, high winds, and heavy 
cloud 282 especially in the south- 
ern portion, together with precipitation. The 
southeast quadrant contains the maximum of 
heat and moisture; it is the region of all 
classes of local storms, especially of the tor- 
nado. Tb southwest quadrant is marked by 
1 weather and diminished humidity 
‘while the northwest has the minimum of hea 
and moisture, with brisk, cold winds. The 
southeast quadrant being the recipient of 
heat and moisture, — the cyclone, and 
the m violent disturbance of the equi- 
librium being in this quadrant, and within a 
limited area, the centripetal force becomes 
much greater and the formation of the tornado 
ensues. 

The questions which naturally occur are: 
What — are best ada to the develop- 
ment of tornadoes, what is the time 
when conditions are most favorable 68 
them? Lieut. Finley points out that tor- 
nadoes are found in regions where warm, 
moist air begins to flow underneath a colder 
and dryer upper stratum comes from 
another direction. This condition is fol- 
lowed shortly by an inversion of the air in 
the upper and lower strata, the first visible 
effect of the coming storm being the appear- 
ance in the west and northwest of a ,
